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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In Reference to Claims 1-13 

In a dispense closure for a fluid receptacle having a cap according to claim 1, the 
inclusion of a blister pack including at least one deformable blister thereon, the blister 
being insertable through an aperture extending through the cap, and a retaining ring 
supporting the blister cap and sealing the cap and fluid receptacle together was found in 
all of the claims but not the prior art. 

In Reference to Claims 14-21 

In a dispense closure for a fluid receptacle having a cap according to claim 14, the 
inclusion of a blister pack including at least one deformable blister thereon, the blister 
being insertable through an aperture extending through the cap, and a bore seal extending 
form the cap and around the cap, the bore seal being configured to seal together the cap 
and fluid receptacle was found in all of the claims but not the prior art.
